BIG FIGHT DECLARED A DRAW, =~ 


GOOD, BOXING IN OTHER EVENTS.

Hongkong's big boxing tourna- 
ment—the tournament that had 
been “boosted’’ more than any 
other récent one—came off last 
night at the City Hallin the pre- 
sence ofa packed “house.” The 
seating and standing capacity of 


the building had never been taxed’ 


toa greater degree, not even in the 
days when Corporal Scott was 
such a big attraction. And the 
show was supported by His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, H.E. the 
Admiral, H.E. the General-and 
most of Hangkong's well known 
residents. It was really a big 
boxing night. with a main con- 
test that excited more than 
usual interest. The Colony’s 
Welterweight Champion, “Sky” 
Kerrison, was defending bis title 
against a challenge by “Iron” 
Byx, of Manila, a boxer well- 
known locally and undoubtedly 
popular. Perhaps we had better 
review how the big fight went he- 
fore speaking of anything else.

ROUNDS. 


I: is not neeéssary to introduce 
either Kerrison or Bux, except to 
say tha: their ringside weights 
jast night were 146 Ibs. and 147 
lbs. respectively. Bux was, there- 
fore, fighting at the limit weight 
of ‘his class, bur.looked in fine 
condition. Heis very heavily built 
and of tremendousstrength, whilst 
Kerrison had the advantage in 
height and reach. There had 
been some talk. about Bur 
possibly not ‘understanding all 
the N.S.C, Rules, because he has 
been fighting for such a long 
time in the American style, but 
it was explained from the 
ring that Bux knew all 
that was necessary for him 
to know. Mr. W. Logan, the 
chosen ‘referee, had only very 
‘ttle to say tothe men before 
the first gong sounded. 

The fight is not one very easy 
,t0 write about: From start’ ta 
finish there was nothing spect- 
acular'and it was a case of men 
with'different styles each trying 


to make their own style prevail. 


Kerrison wanted clean stand- 
away fighting; he wanted room 
in ‘which to. make his 
height and_ reach of 
most telling effect. Bux, on the 
other hand, knew that he had to 


‘| fight close in, where his shorter 


arms would gain him the ad- 
vantage. And it has to be said 
that Bux had his way in the 
matter. He displayed a great 
deal of cleverness in getting 
through ‘Kerrison’s reach, in de- 
livering some heavy blows and 
then closing up before Kerrison 
had opportunity of retaliation. 
"He . had also’ weighed up 
the value of in-fighting and 
generally had the verdict before 
the “break” came. Kerrison is 
always a deceiving boxer and. 
does more than he seem3 to.. To 
some it seemec as though he 
scored but few points, but 
close tipgside observers knew 
that some of those short 
jabs were getting home with 
wonderful quickness. The 
men were so often close together 
that, from the onlooker’s point of 
view, the fight was not a great 
one to witness, but to the men 
fighting it was a case of wits and 
hard give-and-take. _— 

To describe the fight round by 
round would be to say the same} 
thing over and over again, and it 
all boils down to the fact that 
Bux had his own way. Kerrigon 
would often do the leading, 
seldom to find his mark, and Bux 
would then let out with powerful 
hita to body and head and be in 
at.o range tooclose for Kerrison 
to do anything but jabbing. Bux 
has a lovely left upper swing 
thet often Ianded terrifically 
and Kerrison took more punish- 
mont then he bas in Hongkong 
this ‘season. ” Bux’ was . quicker 
with his punches, and they were 
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’ 


always hard. ‘The referee had 
occasion once to warn ‘Bux for 


hitting a trifle low and he also 
had to tell Bux several times to 
to keap his head down ins clinch, 
for Kerrison took some nasty 
butts on the chin from it, But 
these. faults arose rather more 
fron the difference ia styles than 
becuse of wilful intent. 

Things began to ‘warm up in 
the fourth round and in this and 
the next Bux's left swing landed 
several times without very effec- 
tive reply. There was hardly a 
man at the ringside who did not 
think that Bux was a leader on 
points right through the early 
rounds. Kerrison’ was bearing 
marks of heavy face punishment, 
whilst Bux lad only taken some 
hard jabbing. 

The most interesting round was 
the twelfth, when Bux adopted a 
more open style and even then 
beat Kerrison. He got over 
several hard hits and only bad to 
take one of any effectiveness. The 
thirteenth round was Bux’s all the 
way. He landed blow after blay, 
one of which made Kerrison do a 
little thinking. . ¢ 

In the last two rounds 
Kerrison was mére’rin evideace 
and fought all he knew, byt Bar 
always knew just a ‘fittle-aiore. 
When the last gomg: sounded; 
Bur was a winner. according to 
the majority of opinions. But 
Mr, Logan stated from the ring 
“We have seen one of the finest 
fights aver seen in.Hongkong. I 
cannot separate them. I declare 
ita draw.” .

One does not care to quar- 
rel “with a referee. He is 
there to give a verdict and he is 
the man who segs most. . But it 
would take a great deal of ex- 
planation to satisfy the majority 
of the spectators that Bux was 
not entitled to the decision by a 
yery wide majority of points. 
Kerrison himself.seemed surpris- 
ed at-the—verdict,.which Bur 
took with a very calm: smile. 
For a champiooship fight it 
has to be written down as 
rat’.te disappointing aud we ver,” 
frankly state that the verdict is 
one of the kind that makes box- 
ing to many a matter of feeling

Edinburgh. - Dee. It. - The 
Union of the Established Church 
of Scu:land and the United Free 
Ckurch of Scuiland was brouzhr 


of the Commission of Assembly 
of the Chureh Of Scotland held 
in Edinburgh this afternoon. The 
next stage to approach 
Parliament for an Act recagnis- 
ing the new Constitution.

To-day’s meeting was cailed to 
receive reports from the! Preshy- 
teries on the draft articles of the 
detlaration of the Constitation 
of the’ Church of Seotiand ‘in 
‘matters spiritual. These articles, 
drawn up after a jong 
series (of conferences with 
the Committee of the United 
Free Church, ° propuse certain 
tnodifications in the constitution 
of the Church of Scotland. 


Mr. Alan Menzies, agent of the 
Church, reported that 74 Preshy. 
teries had approved of. the draft 
articles,” and nine had disap. 
proved, 


The Rev. Dr. Wallace William- 
son, Edinburgh, submitted a 
motion that the Commissian, 
Raving received the report on the 
returns from the Presbyterier, 
should authorise the Committee 
to approach the Government in 
tegard to legislation necessary 
for union. This resolution, said 
Dr. Williamson. was :he outcome 
of twelve laborious years on. tne 
part ‘of the Church and its 
Committee. He stated that the 
need had been proved for a 
working arrangement between 
the Church the State, each free to 
exercise its power within its awn 
sphere. The policy of the Church 
of Scotland, as a National Church, 
had always been a policy of con- 
cjliation and reunion. 


There was a long and at times 
heated debate, and ultimately Dr. 
Wallace Williamson's motion was 
carried by 219 votes against 36 
for an amendment for delay. 


The Commission will now 
approach Parliament for an Act 
recognising the new constitution. 
f this is granted, certain State 
shackles, which were hindering 
unity with another and non-State 
Church will be removed and the 
way cleared for finding a basis 
for complete spiritual union. 


Sensational suggestions of the 
possibility of wireless com- 
munication with the planets were 
received with a singular lack of 
enthusiasm ‘in astronomical 
circles, Leading British astron.

— «There are Britishers in Hongkong, aud in other parts of the 
Ecs? ag well, who imagine that so far as trade in the Orient is con- 
cerned German competition is a thing of the past, We fearthey are 
sadly astray in their cajculations. It is a happy circumstance for 
businesa men in Hongkong that the German is to be shut out of the 
Colony for a period of years—-at any rate, that he will not be allow- 
ed to enter unless given permission by the local authorities. We 
presume that such permission will be very sparingly granted, if it is 
given atall. But because of these things tt would be folly to think 
that all the British trader has todo isto heave asigh. of ralief and 
be content to jog along in the good old-fashioned way. He will 
have io be upand doing, working hard and systematically, if he 
wants to help in maintaining British commercia! prestige in this 
‘part of the world. At the moment, he has no German competition 
to face, but he is up against serious rivalry from other sources, and 
it may not be long uerare fie will find the German also oprosing him 
in the markets of South China. ‘ 
Already up North soma of the Germans are back, and they are 
getting busy. They will soon be in the South, if not in Hongkong. 
nd in this connection it must always be reniembered that it is not 
for the trade of this Colony that foreign rivals compete with us, but 
for the business of Canton and the Provinces adjacent ti it. Hong- 
kong, after all, is merely a distributing point. Whatever else we may 
say of the Germans, there’can be no denying the fact that in pre-war 
days they showed theniselves a hard-working, industrious people. 
They can manufacture, and they have always made a strong point 
of studying the needs of particular markets, In machinery, we know 
how big a business they did in China before the war: how their re- 
presentatives of commerce worked with might and main and how 
they sent into the interior and the industrial areas men who knew 
the language and were willing to adapt themselves to requirements.

RIVER CLYDE. 

Witkout—it must be told— 
even a mention of her deathless 
fame, the River Clyde, apparent- 
ly no longer regarded as a modern 
Horse of Troy but merely as a 
hulk of so much old steel, was 
“knocked down” at auction at the 
Baltic Exchange recently . for 
£11,500. The successful bidders 
were a well-known firm of British 
brokers, Messrs. Harris and 
Dixon, -Limited,but.it is under- 
stood that the purchase was nade 
by them for Spanish shipowners. 
Bidding started at £3,000 only. 
At firet bidders had to be coaxed, 
but soon,” with advances 
of hundreds and ffties, the 
offers crept up until 
the auctioneer’s hammer . fell 
when £11,500 had been offered. 
The River Clyde long lay off 
Scdd-el-Bahr, where she was 
beached on April 25, 1915. She 
was riddled with shot, and when 
she was deserted she was pillaged 
by the Turks, Last year she was 
brought to Malta and Jies there 
now in a Seriously damaged state. 
Originally she was a collier of 
3,913 tons gross, built by Russell 
and Co., of Port Glasgow, in 1905, 
and managed by Messrs. H. E. 
Moss and Co. A distinguished 
visitor to the auction was Com- 
modore Edward Unwin R. N., 
Vv. 0, GM. G, G B, who 
devised the exploit and com- 
manded..the ship.

- -NO LIBERAL-LABOUR RULE 
: AT PRESENT. 
Viscount Haldane was the 
guest of the Scottish Liberal Club 
at luncheon in Edinburgh re 
_ cently. Speaking of the future 
of Liberalism, he said: “We 
cannot turn out the Coalition. 
We have no party to put in its 
place at present.” He did not 
agree with what Mr, Churchill 
éaid the other dary about Labour 
or any other party. Labour had 
succeeded in capturing the height 
while Liberals were down in the 
splain. It was, thé idealism of 
Labour which had enabled it to 
attract a great body of religious: 
men toits side) That was tho 
secret of the loss of.Spen Valley 
and other constituencies which 
had passed away from Li- 
_ beralism, . : 
“T lock at the well-meaning 
resolutions passed by the Liberal 
Federation of Birmingham last 
September,” continued Lord Hal- 
dane, “admirable platitudes, but 
not an ounce of spirit. in them. 
People will no more listen to 
these things than they will listen’ 
to old-fashioned preachers on the 
dogma of verbal inspiration, at- 
tractive fifty or sixty years ago, 
If we are to set ourselves right 
what we haveto dois to recapture 
the heights, te goin the spirit of 
Gladstone and Bright to the 
people. and say: “We, too, have 
noble ideals to preach, even wider 
than those of Labour. Wedonot 
desire to quarrel with Labour, 
we'do desire to show that our

COMMERCIAL NEWS. 


EMPIRE TRADE YEAR. ° 


The Imperial Statistical Con- 
ference recently, under the-chair- 
manship of Mr. A. W. Flux, of 
the Board of Trade, reached 
practical agreement for making 
the calendar year the, trade 
statistical year throughout the 
Empire, and also came té a 
provisional conclusion as to the 
improvement and expansion of 
emigration figures. At present 
gteat diversity of practice as to 
the trade year exists. The 
example of this country in 
adopting the calendar year is 
followed by South Africa, New 
Zealand, the Straits Settlements, 
Geylon, and most of the other 
Crown Colonies. But March 31 
is the closing day of the trade 
yearin India and Canada, repre- 
senting between them in pre-war 
figures nearly 22 per cent. of the 
total Imperial trade. Australia 
and Newfoundland, with 6 per 
cent., end the year for trade pur- 
poses on June 30, while in one 
small case—-that of the Cayman 
Islands, the date is September 
50. June 30 has been the 
date followed in the United 
States, but it is understood that

At present practice is 
widely varied, ia particular as to 
the. heads and subheads under 
which articles are ranged in the 
returns. <A committee of the 
Conference is working out.the 
details of the most.uniform and 
satisfactory methods of presenta- 
tion. The difficulties in the way 
of co-ordination are by no means 
inconsiderable--as may he judg- 
ed, for instance, hy reflection o71 
the unctertainties of values ex. 
pressed in fluctuating exchange. 
But great advantage has beer 
gained by an interchange 
of views and experiences 
by the leading officta! 
statistical authorities of the Em- 
pire, both in the Conference and 
in informal conversation. A ques- 
tion considered recently was 
that of making the record of the 
movement of population within, 
and from outside. the Empire unt- 
form in all parts thereof and of 
making it more accurate, and 
much more detailed. The present 
methods are more advanted inthe 
United Kingdom and Canada than 
elses here, but'they are still cap- 
able of improvement and expan. 
sion. To a large extent knowledge 
of the nationality of persons, who 
have migrated to British territcry. 
is dependent on the decennial 
census returns, which are now 
nearly nine years old. It is of 
great importance to follow, nor

ARMY PROMOTION, 


EXAMINATION SYSTEMS 
* REINTRODUCED. | 


Anew Army Order announces 
the decision of the Army Council 
to reintroduce ‘in the case of 
Regular officers examinations for 
promotion from the rank of 
lieutenant to that of captain, and 
from the rank of captain to that 
of major. The examination ofa 
second lieutenant fer promotion 
to lieutenant is abolished, but a 
second lieutenant may be 
promuted, after two years’ pro- 
bationary . service, if ‘he’ has 
received satisfactory . reports 
under the King’s Regulations. 
The first written examination for 
promotion will be held next 
October, but up to and including 
December 31, 1921, officers will 
be considered for promation, for 
their records, After.January 1. 
1922, no officer will be considered 
eligible for promotion unless he 
hax passed the netessary ex- 
amination. Officers’ commission 
since August 4, 1914, who have 
not the qualifications in edaca- 
tional subjects ta fit them to train 
their mien to the necessary 
standard may he allowed to pass 
through an ezucational ‘course, 


ending with a test conducted by- 


a board of officers. If, as the 
result of this test, the candidate's 
standard is not sufficiently high 
to warrant his retention as an 
officer, the Army Council will 
decide whether the officer is to be 
retained in the -Army or not. 
The special technical examin- 
ations held before-the war for 
officers of the R.A, RE. 
R.AS.C.,R.A4.M.C., and R.A.V.C. 
will not be held in 1920. ‘

LEGAL ASPECT OF 
SURRENDER. ° 


A legal correspondent of the 
Times writes:—The tentative re- 
fusal of the Netherlauds Govern- 
ment to surrender the ex-Kuiser 
for trial in pursuance of Article 
227 of the Treaty of Verssills of 
June 28,1919, definitely raises a 
question of the first magnitude jn 
the Law of Nations. " 

Article 227 concludes with the 
following ,clauses~"“The Allied 
and Associated Powers will ad. 
dress a request to the Govern- 
ment of the Netherlands for the 
surrender to them of the ex-Em- 
peror in order that he may be put 
on trial.” On January 16, 1920, 
the Secretary of the Peace Con- 
ference handed to the Dutch 
Minister a letter stating that the 
Allies had decided to put into ex- 
ecution ‘without delay the con- 
ditions of Article 227, and con- 
sequently addressed to the Gov- 
ernment of Holland an official 
demand to Hand over to them 
William of Hohenzollern, ex- 

Emperor of Germans, in order 
that he might be sent for trial. 
The letter went onta say :— 
“The Netherlands Government 
is in possession of the 
imprescriptible reasons which 
imperatively ‘demand that the 
premeditated violations of inter- 
national treaties, as well as the 
systematic ignoring of the most 
_sacred. laws of- international 
justice, be followed in the caga-of 
all, including the most highly- 
‘placed personages, by the special 
penalties provided for by the 
Peace Treaty. The Allied Powers 
recall briefly among so many 
wrongs the cynical violation of 
the neutrality of Belgium and 
Luxemburg, the barbarous and 
pitiless system of hostages, the 
mass deportations. the carrying 
off of young girls from Lille. 
who _ were torn from their 
families, and délivered up in 
heiptess condition to the worst 
atrocities, the systematic devast. 
ation of whole territories without 
military objects. the unrestricted 
submarine warfare, including the 
inhuman abandonment of victims 
on the high seas, the innumerable 
acts committed against non: 
combatants by the German 
authorities ip spite of the rules of 
warfare, &e., &c. For all these 
acts the responsibility, at least 
the moral responsibility, lies with 
the Supreme 'Head who ordered 
Them or abused his. powers ty 
infringe, cr to allow to bednfring- 
ed, the most sacred rules of the 
human conseience. The Powers 
Cannot conceive that the Governe 
Ment of the Netherlands will 
regard with less reprobation than 
themselves the immense Tespon- 
sibility of the ex- Emperor,” 
THE DUTCH REPLY, 

The Netherlands Governmert 
in its reply, relying upon its con- 
tinued neutrality during the war, 
finds itself unable to admit any 
international duty to associate 
itself with the Allied Powers. 
Tt goes on to say that it would 
he for Holland a duty to associate 
herself with a future jurisdiction 
dealing with alleged crimes com- 
mitted efter the creation of the 
jurisdiction, but that Holland has 
always been “a land of refuge 

Tor >the vanquished in inter- 
national conflicts," and that as 

‘things are the rights and honour 
of the nation are opposed to the 
withdrawal of the ex-Emperor 
-from the benefit of its laws and 
‘its traditions. It is a curious 
and inconclusive document, and 
‘plainly leaves the way open for 
negotiation,

into torce:” Mr, Westlake per-’ 
tinently points out that “this is 
the rule for all laws of procedure, 
which extradition essentially is. 
Only substantive Isws have no 
retroactive force.” There can be 
no doubt that the offences with 
which the ex-Emperor is charged 
are offences here and now and 
are not waiting-to be made into 
offences. Extradition is proce- 
dural, and is only intended to 
make existing substantive law 
operative. 
ment does not allege, and no jurist 
would advise it to allege, that the 
ex-Kaiser is exempt from prose- 
cution by the fact of his Imperial 
position during the period of the 
offences alleged against hin. 
Kingship in itself does not involve 
immunity, though, of course, the 
kingship may ‘be of such a con- 
stitutional character that after 
}arraignment. the coastitutional 
limitations of responsibility would 
be pleaded as an answer to 
the charge. For the. present 
purpose it is not necessary to 
discuss the rasponsibilily of the 
ex-Kaiser from this point of view. 
Doubtless. his advisers are now 
considering this question, and it 
may be that he will escape the 
hand of justice on the technical 
plea of a constitutional irrespon- 
sibility, which, if it existed, he 

sistently overrode. But, how- 
ever that may be, the point is not 
taken by the Dutch Government, 
and the Governmeut do2s not 
advance the doctrine of the irres- 
ponsibility to justice of an abso- 
jute monarch. Indeed, the old 
doctrine of the Civil Law that 
“the Emperor shall answer for 
the actions of his Ministers and 
servants” would seem to make any 
attempt toclear the ex-Emperor 
of responsibility. if, in fact, he 
was: an absolute monarch, a 
difficult one if extradition is 
granted. The doctrine of modern, 
internat‘ural law text-books that 
a forma! commission by an 
established Government to its 
Ministers and servants’ to com- 
mit crimes purges such crimes 
has not yet been"put to. the test 
of an actual case, but the recent: 
decision .in the United States 
District Court (Southern Districs 
of New York) in the case of the 
Lusitania shows that practical 
lawyers are not Hkely to adopt 
the doctrine of immunity from 
punishment of the members of 
Government guilty of the acts 
alleged agains: the ex-Kaiser 
and his Government:~" The

“POLITICAL OFFENCES” 

The Dutch Government are not 
likely to challenge the doctrine 
of the responsibility of the ex- 
Kaiser and his Government for 
the crimes of the war, Ther 
cannot support the doctrine that 
laws of procedure, such as'a 
process of extradition, can have 
no retroactive force. They. 
therefore, in effett rely on the 
undoubted fact that extradition 
for political offences cannot be 
claimed by any international 
right. Therefore the whole pro- 
blem reduces itself to the quest- 
ion, were the offences for which 
the ex-Kaiser is to be arraign- 
ed political offences, or what 
are known as “relative political 
offences”? If the offences are 
purely political offences, and are 


not of great gravity from the point |, 


of view of morality or of the 
accepted’ general principles of 
municipal criminal law then the 
Dutch Government -would «be 
clealy right in” refusing to give us 
the ex-Emperor. So the question 
in dispute is reduced to one of fact,

which is easier to deal with than 
Isw. Is it a political offence 
to become hosice Rumani gencris? 
It will be recalled. that, 
the German submarines did 
not limit their attentions to the 
ships of the nations with 
which Germany was at. war. 
They sank neutrals and be- 
lligerents at sight, and shelled the. 
boats in which the helpless craws 
endeavoured to eecape. Was that 
a political act? It was beyond 
all doubt ordered by the German 
Government. There is some 
direct authority on this point.. In 
the case of in re Meunier ({1894]; 
2Q.B.D., 415) Mr. Justice Cave 
allowed the extradition of Meunier 
on the ground that the party to 
which he belonged was “the 
enemy of all Governments.” His 
ofence was not political. It is 


difficult to understand how it 
‘could be argued that the offence 
of sinking unknown ships at sight 
on the high seas is political. The 
same contention is true with 
respect to all the offences inditat- 
ed in the demand for.the surrender 
of the exsEmperor. No one of 
these offences is political. With 
one accord they struck atthe basis 
of all law und the existence ofall 
organized society. Not least 
was this the case when Germany 
invaded Belgium, towards which 
country, under solemn Treaty 
obligations, Germany stood in 
the relationship of guardian to 
ward. The guardian not -only 
endeavoured to destroy the 
political independence of the 
ward, but ravaged the land in a 
fashion unknown in warfare 
since the days of the Thirty Years 
War. Germany. under the direc- 
tion of its Emperor, not only 
endeavoured to destroy political 
societes, but became on land 
as well as sea, the enemy of 
mankind. It is to ba noticed 
that the Oxford resolutions of 
the Institute of International 
Law referred to-above specifical- 
ly exclude from the range of 
political offences “ acts of odious 
barbarism or vandalism forbidden 
by they laws of war” and 
“criminal acts directed against 
the bases.of all’ social organiza- 
tion, “and not only against a 
certain State oracertain form of 
government.” The charges. 
against the ex-Emperor clearly 
come” within these exceptions,

on the part of the threatened 
State “to require his: expulsion, 
so that-it may: be freed 
from danger.” If Holland retains 
the ex-Emperor she is always 
open to this authoritative demand, 
« demand. that could not be refus- 
ed on any legal ground. The ex 
-Emperor of expulsion wauld at 
once be arrested.- » 
Even if: this very probable em- 
ergency did not arise, Holland 
has still to face the provisions of 
-the Peace Treaty creating the 
League of Nations. M. Clem- 
enceay, in his letter to the Dutch 
Government of January 16. 1920, 
demanding the surrender of. 
the: x-Emperor, pointed out 
that. Holland “was one of 
the first to claim “ her 
place inthe League ot Nations’ 
Holland must therefore be 
prepared to have this question of 
the extradition of the ex-Emperor 
adjudicated upon by, the Council 
of the League. Article 13 of the 
Treaty of Peace says definitely 
that disputes as to any question 
of international law are “among 
those which are generally suitable 
for arbitration.” It would, 
perhaps, be as well for this ques- 


tion to be referred to a Court of |’ 


Arbitration and thus relieve 
Holland of a responsibility which 
is too great foramy one State to 
support.
